The writer 
respectfully apologizes for not answering the exact questions 
asked. 


WAS THE VEHICLE PARKED ILLEGALLY? 

The Bureau rental vehicle in question was illegally 
parked in a No Parking Zone (code 20) on both occasions that the 
vehicle was cited. The No Parking Zone was on White Street. The 
SA parked the vehicle there to off-load documents, materials and 
equipment utilized in a covert off-site plant rented in captioned 
matter. The SA did not put the vehicle into a parking lot 
because he was unsure as to whether or not the parking lot fee 
would be reimbursed. 

During the early part of April 1993, the writer 
collected all expired police and awm placards from all JOCTF I 
vehicles (both Bureau and rental/seized vehicles). At that time, 
per instructions set forth in an Automotive Unit memo, the writer 
reissued assigned placards to Bureau vehicles only. As of that 
date (at or around 4/8/93), the rental/seized cars had no 
placards. 


Also at that time the writer had all concerned SAs 
secure parking lots for their respective rental/seized vehicles 
to be hereinafter paid for through confidential funding. This 
parking ticket was received during the interim period from when 
the placards were turned in until the parking lots were obtained. 


The writer will personally insure JOCTF I's full 
compliance with all newly instituted procedures regarding covert 
rental vehicles.
